Contra at the 
oriole's Romance, poetry and that in- 
daacrlbable touch—tbe light eaay, negli¬ 
gent touch of the artiet-In every line 
of Itl Why, the thing waa actually 
woven of new mown hay—aa If ooe 
should build bia bouea of aandalwpod— 
with all the ecent of the hay field 
about It I put my ooee near and took 
a deep, detiriooa breath. The birds had 
selected and cut the graaa themaelree 
and worked It In while green.

Letters patent were granted by 
Charles II . dated Jan. 15. IMS. to Blr 
Wllllam Pa Tenant, and then# recited 
that whereas women’s parts had for¬ 
merly been taken by men. to rentody 
thla abuse it was now “permitted end 
leave given" that all women's parts 
then, and for the time to oome, should 
be performed by women. 

In Pepys' I Mary, under date of Jan. 
3. 1 WO. we find the record. “To the 
theater, where waa acted 'Beggars* 
Daah.' It U-Ing well done, and here the 
first time that ever I saw women come 
upon the stage."— London standard.

In 
sparsely settled localities, wbars they 
cannot find such places far shelter, 
they lies through the winter In hollow 
trees. In rsvos and botes under apturn¬ 
ed trees, and even though the tempera¬ 
ture may fall far below frees!ng they 
are not winter killed, but on the ap¬ 
proach of warm weather become acthre 
again. Mosquitoes are frequently seen 
flying about In the woods before tbs 
snow has wholly left the ground.—Wil¬ 
iam Lyman Underwood in Popular Bcf- 
enee Monthly.
